(ii) Related Appeals and Interferences 

Appellant and counsel are not aware of any related appeals or 
interferences which would affect, be affected by, or have a bearing on this appeal. 

(iii) Status of Claims 

Claims 1-2 and 15-17 stand rejected and are on appeal, while claims 18-49 
stand withdrawn pursuant to Election/Restriction Requirement.
